Last week while visiting the 
largest and "most beautiful city of 
Connecticut, it was my great plea- 
sure ; with my "ladylove," to go 
for the first time in life, to the ear- 
liest Instruction Home and School, 
established for Deaf-Mutes in Am- 
erica. Though not very far from 
the Capitol, the trolley car seemed 
the quickest way to carry us to the 
door of this old, white, frame build- 
ing, so dear to many of your 
readers, by personal association or 
by tradition. As we mounted the 
steps and grassy ascent to the large 
lawn in front* of the building, we 
stopped to behold and inspect the 
monuments there. 

The first we looked at and rever- 
enced, was that commemorating the 
wise and benovoleut Founder in 
America of Deaf-Mute Instruction, 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, LL-D. , 
born 1787, died 1851, aged 64. Hid 
name was engraved on the coluir.n, 
by the manual alphabet. 

The monument uix)n the opposite 
side of the main walk, was to Dr. 
Gallaudet' s p-rench deaf-mute 
teacher, of " the children of si- 
lence," the celebrated Laurent 
Clerc, A.M., who was born in 
France two years earlier than his 
American patron, and died eighteen 
years later in Hartford. The in- 
scription on the stone tnonument, 
says ot him: 

' ' Pupil of Sicard, associate of 
Gallaudet, who left his native land 
to elevate them by his teaching and 
encourage them by his example, 
this monument is erected by the 
deaf-mutes of Atnerica, to the me- 
mory of their benefactor." 

He was brought over by Gallau- 
det in the year 1816. As your read- 
ers well-know ; the incipient idea 
of teaching the deaf-mutes, origin- 
ated hi the brain of 1' Abbe Michael 
Charles De I'Epee, who was born in 
Versailles, 1722, and died at the age 
of sixty-seven in Paris. Abbe 
Ambrose Sicard, his disciple, was 
born in 1 741, at Toulouse, France, 
and died in Paris, at the advanced 
age of eight-one. To all these 
noblemen, and Christian benefac- 
tors, we owe the present wonderful 
evolution of the teaching of this 
long-neglected portion of humanity. 
The seed they planted, has not only 
sprung up and growu into many 
trees of knowledge in our beloved 
country, but has al.so (like the 
"Banyan Tree") dropped its 
branches into the productive soil in 
many foreign lands, besides those of 
Europe ; and thus benefitted untold 
millions of people. Consequently 
we, the people of the United States, 
and other countries (besides the 
deaf-mutes themselves), have been 
vastly uplifted by the inception ami 
development ot educational processes 
for these, our unfortunate fellow 
citizens. My. own cousin. Miss 
Catheriile Brooks, of Ro. ' \. 

Y. ,was educated in tli; ord 

.\sylum, among its earliest pupils, 
and she became a very intelligent 
and influential woman in Western 
New York, sixty years ago or more 
I had the pleasure of visiting, with 
her, the old New York 1 on, 

at 50th Street, where I Iv ving 

a greater interest in deaf-mutes 
and their education than ever be- 
fore. No one can now visit these 
modern Institutions, like those in 
Hartford and New York, without 
l>eing astonished at the 
advance made in the 



education and the buildings, com- 
prehensive appliances, culture, 
self-supporting trades, and the 
health of all such pupils. Dr. Wil- 
liams, the Superintendent at Hart- 
ford, told me that the average num- 
ber of inmates there was about one 
hundred seventy-five. 

Hartford now can boast of .many 
educational institutions and fine 
Public Libraries. The Capitol 
Building is a magnificent structure, 
costing nearly three and a half mil- 
lion Yankee dollars. It is situated 
upon a commanding eminence, and 
filled with many historic memorials 
of modem and Colonial life. We 
noticed there the monument to the 
Connecticut heroes of the Revolu- 
tionary and Civil Wars. That of 
the Eminent Young Connecticut 
patriot, Nathan Hale, was fine. He 
was a high-minded young man, a 
graduate of Yale College, and well 
connected. At Washington's re- 
quest, he went to Long Island and 
New York City in disguise, to get 
military information for our anny. 
After a successful investigation, he 
was apprehended in New York as a 
spy, and hung the next day. He 
was denied, by the British Com- 
mander, a Bible, or Chaplain, and 
the farewell letters he had written 
to his mother, sister, and betrotheii, 
were destroyed; as the cruel officer 
declared, he wanted none to know 
that a Rebel could die so bravely. 
Andre, the British Spy. who was 
hung by the order of Washington not 
long afterwards, was gi%'en nine-days' 
respite, and offered every facility to 
write to his friends and to prepare 
for death. A striking contra.st to 
the Briti.sh barbarity of that period. 
Nathan Hale's last words were "My 
only regret is that I have only one 
life to lose for my country."

QUITIE an interestinir ducurnerii 
i« the AoDtiai R<^port of the Peun- 
aylvAtiia lostitotion for the ^'ear, 
1906-1907. 

First to be observed is the total en- 
rollment duriog the year, wiiicii 
was 577 — tlie largest iu the bistory 
of the iDstitDtioD. 

Next is the reinarliable fact that, 
of 72 new pupils enrolled dnriri^; 
the year, Tl were born in America, 
only one beinu of foreign birth, 
In the New Torlc Institntion daring 
the same year there were admitted 
92 new papils, and eighty per cent 
of this namiier were foreign born, 
twenty per cent only being of 
American liirth. This is mentioned 
in the way of contrast, and to em 
phasize the fact that iu New Yorlj 
" the malting of an American" le 
quires considerable of the time of 
trained and experienced etluca- 
tors. Birth and tradition play 
qaife an important part in the in- 
dividual and general progress of a 
8Ctu>ol ; and every school is judged 
by its results in the aggregate. 

Tlie per capita cost of educating 
the deaf in tb« Pennsylvania lo- 
Nlitntion daring 1906 — 1907 wh» 
$307 69, and taking into considera- 
tion the broail edacational training 
afforded as well as the greatly in- 
creased cost of the necessaries of life, 
the sqm expended is quite con- 
servative. It is always possible to 

'^- - '• the per capita cost by 

/.tnu the breadth apd scope 
of t ' 'Incational advantages. 

Bat such a procedure would be a 
false economy, for which the State 
itHflf would ije the loser through the 
li'/iited capabilities and productive- 
ness of these pupils in after years. 
The increased capacity of the in- 
dividual, means the increased pro- 
sperity of the State. A deficit ot 
$37 per capita was paid from the 
private funds of the Institution. 

Tlie oral method of instrnction 
bas been piiisned as far as practi 
cable, and it is claimed that of 520 
pupilH only 22 have failed to profit 
by that method.

even to ships in mid-ocean alflhe 
latest news of the day for insertion 
in the ship's newspaper. 

An unspoken language that han 
i»een the subject of much contro 
versy and speculation is the method 
"inployed by the colored inhabit- 
ants of South Africa to convey long, 
detailed accounts of current event*, 
over va,-X stretches of country, anr. 
is attributed to an elaboiafely or- 
!.'anized system of coinmnnieation 
by means of drums, and worked by 
ftperators hlafioned at intiuval-t to 
receive and repeat the signals, thus 
esfa'dishing a service of news trans 
mittance throughout the country. 
Other authorities are inclined to 
ittriliule the messages to a system 
of underground telej;raphy, !!> 
means of a pre-arranged code ol 
laps upon the surface of the niini 
<srouH lonir reefs of rocks by which 
South Africa is in many parts in- 
tersectetl. The secret is well guard 
»d, however, and nothing definite 
is known concerning ttie curious 
language, Ixit whatever the mearii- 
"fnpkyed, the fact remains that, 
evi»ii with alHhe aid of modern tele 
graphic communication, the colorcl 
(lopulation were often the first 
to receive information of battlen 
and other important events durinj; 
the recent South African War.

One of the oest known and most 
historical instances in which an un- 
spoken longuaife was mado use of to 
adviseHlie inhabitants of thiscoun 
try of an event of great national 
importance was when beacon fires 
were Duilt on piorninent hills all 
over the country in readiness to be 
lighted to warn the people of the 
advent of the greatly feare(l,.Spanish 
Armada. The fatuous picture of 
Admiral Drake commemorates the 
lichling of the first of those pre- 
arranged Hi;;n«l fires that sent tife 
news ringing throughout the king- 
dom. 

In our streets may be''seeu any 
day an example of an unspoken 
language in the way in which car- 
ters and 'busmen signal to each 
other with their whips.

The out field did pretty good, but 
had an easy time of it, owing to 
rtie splendid work of the infield. 
Lux could not be beaten as a 
catcher, for, with watchful eye he 
prevented a good many of the 
visitors from setting the Ki(jlilh 
Commandment at defiance, as 
regards base stealing.

Slie described tlie 
courtship of Alfonwo, King of 
Spain, and other incidents of their 
life, which was very instructive. 
Miss McGirr followed with " The 
Marquis of the Lofly Mountain," 
which described how a girl was 
carried off t)y bandits, and finally 
resijued i)y her lover, who came all 
the way from Eiiylanil for that 
purpose. She received a he.irly 
round of applause at the conclusion 
of her narration. Next came a 
dialogue given by Misses Edna Har 
lison, Ida S. Buclier and Ella Hop- 
kins, which proved to be very amus 
ing. One of the girls received a 
letter from hyv uncle, who had just 
died, and left his will to her. Her 
two poor aunts got nothing, alter 
ex[)ectiiig a snug reward for look- 
ing after their niece, and building 
air castles as to what Ihe^' would 
ilo with the rnoiuiy. 

Mr. F N. LarstM*, of Denmark, 
addressed the pupils in the chajtel, 
Sunday morning, PJncipal Currier 
interpreting He said he was much 
impressed with the military m(Tliofls 
used here, as it made the pupils 
;nore manly and self-reliant. He 
also had a good word to say about 
Ihe deaf blind and the methods of 
instruction used here, both in th(> 
class rooms and In the trade-schools.

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Of all occupations surely that of 
fireman on board ship is the least 
alluring, yet hero, iu Belfast, are 
to be encountered some hall 
dozen deaf-mutes, who if not all at 
the present moment, have at some 
period been earning a living in the 
stokehold of steamers goin^ lo all 
parts of the world. In all cases the 
•iweltering stokehold with its alter- 
nate four bonis spell of work, and 
four hours of sleep thoroughout a 
voyage, unvarying and monolonous 
as it is, resorted lo by skilled trades 
man to llde over times of enforced 
idleness, consequent on trade de- 
pre.'-sion. 

The strain of such work on the 
human body is so exacting, and 
may be juilged from the fad thai, 
as has been c inpiilod, Ihe life of a 
fireman on an Atlantic greyhound 
rarely, If ever, goes beyond seven 
or eight yeant. And one may won- 
der why the advantage of such oc 
cui)a1ion is not availed of by rleaf 
mutt's who, as a class, are barrt'd 
l>y the Iinniigraliou laws, to effect 
a permanent landing in the Stales. 

The causes that would go to make 
aboriive any such intentions is the 
combined action of the whole body 
of firemen Ihemselves, who watcii 
each other like hawks, any lH(!k of 
vigilance on their part, that may re 
suit in the oscai»e of one or more of 
tiieir number, meaning that on the 
return voya«e the remaining hands 
would have the work, their missing 
comrade had signed on Iu contract, 
divi<b-d between them, and Unit 
without extra 'em.)lumenl; and 
should more than olM^ man be miss 
ing the extra houisof labour impos- 
ad is too formidable tocotilemplalo 
The money earned is fairly remun 
eralive, and, wilh the exception of 
previous small sundry advances, is 
[laid in a lump sum r)n return to 
Ihe original part of sailing 

The fireman will find himself at 
the end of a three months voyatre 
with some •TS In his pocket. This, 
however, rarely ijoes far one way or 
Ihe other, being much after the 
manner of the load of "black 
diamonds" that is thrust into the 
hurtgry maw of the ship's furnace, 
and consumed almost before the 
empty shovel is withdrawn, with 
perhai)S the diffei'cnce that another 
load is ever ready for Ihe furnace 
while the improvident nreinan is 
kept weeks, often months, before 
he can handle another dollar. 
Abnormal thirst beinK mainly lo- 
sponsiblc for the rapid dwir„)ling 
away of the flremnn's hard earned 
money. 
One of the Belfast deaf-mutes 



who most frequeutly takes ship as 
fireman is Robert Irvine, a flax 
rougher by trade, an<l who has only 
this month returned frtim a vo.ynge 
in Ihe Belfast steamer, 'Lord Duf- 
t'crin,' a large trader. 

The voyage was more than ordi- 
narily eventful, rough weather being 
encountered in Ihe Atlantic, thesea 
water flooding the stoktdiold to 
such an extent as to compel the 
firemen to work up to their waists 
in water, Ivine relating, in graphic 
sign lauKuage, how ho watched the 
waves rushing down the openings 
above him. Off the coast of New- 
foundland the ship sliuck a huge 
lotr raft, causing her lo leak and list 
heavily to starboard. At Ihe same 
lime pinic seized Ihe firemen and 
they scurried up the ladders lo uain 
the deck, leavinu Ivine alone at his 
post ; some sudden shout of alarm or 
warning may have caused the 
hasty exit. At any rale the deaf- 
inule, so he says, did not compre- 
hend anything, but his comra<le» 
n(«ver thoughi, obviously, beyond 
considering their ^own safely, of 
pausinu <n their panic and warning 
him lo follow, and down below he 
remained alone for two hou's unlil 
teeing by the clock thai his allotted 
time of <lufy was over, went coolly 
to his sleeping quarters, where he 
found the rest of the men conjrre- 
galed. They showed open aston-i 
ishmeut at his appearance, and also 
on learning where he had been, 
opinion having been freely express- 
ed thai he had been washed over- 
iioaiil or drowned in the hold. 
Surely a remarkable example of cool 
courage and jinflinching devotion 
lo duly, and knowing the man as I 
do, thetf© is not the least reason to 
doubt t!ie story, which was related 
in a modest and ' most unassuming 
manner, and in a way thai wished 
to convey the impression that he 
was, throuoh being deaf, quite un- 
conscious of it all. 

The Lord'Dufferin returned to 
Europe safely, arriving at Rotter- 
dam, to discharge, in a, battered 
condition, a huye rent being observ- 
able Ihe whole leiitrth of one of Iho 
funnels. News of the ship's precari- 
ous voyat.M' had (evidently preceded 
ils ariival, an army of prcMsiiien 
iioardiufi the vessel. The bluff cap- 
tain, however, refusing to say a 
word, with scant ceremony, ordered 
I hem off the ship. 

Another Belfast deaf-mute, who 
has braved the deep in the stoke- 
hold is James Rodiiers, a letter- 
press printer, who sailed foi three 
years, almost continuously between 
Liveipool and New York and Can- 
ada, a good many years ago now. 
His last voyage was lo have been in 
the S. S. Spain, of the old National 
Line, but prospects in his trade 
brightening, he decided at tlie last 
moment, to remain on shore. Had 
he not niteieil his ihinti his intended 
last voyage would havt; brouKht 
him to the end of' his earthly pil- 
urimage, the ship foundering with 
all on board. ' 

Mr. Rodge»s has since been, and 
is still, in Belfast plying his trade 
with great success, being iu 
complete charge of six printing 
machines. During his flying visits 
lo Now York lie made many fiiends 
amongst Iho deaf there.

some slight changes by the two 
^lelejrHles. The new ortianiz ition is 
to be known as "Ohio Bureau for 
the Advancement of the - Deaf." 
The officers will consist of a |»resi 
dent, a vice-president from each so- 
ciety, a secretary and a treasurer. 
These officers will form Ihe Execu- 
tive Board of Ihe oiiranization. 

The vice-pi-osidenis are to be 
chosen by each society, and I hey 
are to l)e one of the deleuates from 
their respective societies to aireneritl 
nu^eting. The other offlceis are to 
l)e chosen t>y the convention. Each 
society is entitled to two deleirates 
to conventions, with an additional 
deleitate for every ten members 
over ten. 

All deaf-mute societies in the 
Stale will be eligible to membership 
in the Buresu npon sub.scribing to 
its constitution, through their re- 
spective President and Secretary, 
and paying thereto semi-annually 
a fee of one dollar.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., l)y tiio erection of a PariHli 
IJnildiiig for St. Ann's Cliurch for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tiio present Cliurch 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west 
of AiiiHtoniain Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet hack from the 
lino of th4 street t^o permit the erec- 
tion of such a huildiiip as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church odiflceand be a center. 
of religioUB and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
lioped during liis lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would liave completed the church 
with which liis name has always 
been aHHO(!iated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mules. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
albng the street front and twenty- 
live feet iu depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will l)e used tor the 
lif^iijus and industrial ui 

' mutes of New York. Tlie 
lint required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $;5U,000, and the building 
itself, iu its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
liOHilily endorse the memorial.
